With a view to 
increasing the efficiency of | 
fighting forces, the High Commands 


of all warring nations are vitally . 


concerned with the problems facing 
the soldier and the manner in which 
he reacts to them. For morale must 
be maintained at-all costs, and the 
maintenance of morale calls for keen 
insight into the emotional life of the 
individual man who makes up an 
army. Here are some of the things 
that every High Command* knows. 
After enlisting, the soldier mitsst 
first get in tune with his new en- 
vironment. Individuality must give 
way to discipline, sacrifices must be 
made for ‘the common good, To most 
men. this process is not difficult and 
in a surprisingly short time they are 
well adjusted and work hard for

One cannot help contrasting the

the dignity of women in general.

- It Is not too much to say that 
the great Improvement in social 
conditions jn Britain during the 
past twenty-fve years has been 
stimulated by the political power 
which women wield. In the 
boroughs and county councils too 
where domestic questions loom.

Similarly, the banning of the 
“Hed-Light” districts did not im- 
prove mutters, much less bring 
prostitution to an end In Hong 
Keng. 

The lack of oMcial check-reins 
or “standards” has led to the 
nightly porude of thousands of 
women, carrylng Venereol disease. 
This mention of “thousands” may 
sound Hie an  exoggeration, but 
investigat{ons into the subject of 
prostitution in Hong Kong shows 
otherwise, 

In the days of the “Red Light" 
districts, there were about 4.000 
prostHutes In the Colony. They 
were registered und received. re- 
gulur medical exumination, 

'Ta-duy, it is no exaggeration to 
Kay thut there are at least 25,000 
prostitutes on the streets and in 
brothels, hotels und old rooms in 
hong Kong. The closing of the- 
“ted-Light" areas is nut, by any 
incans, the sole cause of this 
great increase. But the fact that 
there js nu junger uny cuntrol — 
beyond the vecasjonal closing of 
brothels by means of raids, which 
can be circumvented by  open- 
ingg up elsewhere -~ must be a 
{great contributory factor.

Prostitution itself is nat Megal. 
The main questions then are: 


1. Is-the: present uncontrolled, | 


and uncontrollable, system better 
than that of regulated  “led- 
Light” districts? 

2. An Important corullary: Is 
Uuneontrolled,  officlaty - ipmored 
prostitution, « contributory factor 
to the spread of venereal dis: ite 

Primarily, these two questions 
ean best be answered by analysing, 
the situntion in the Colony to-day. 
Although brothels are iMegnl ia 
Mong Kong, one hns no dificulty 
in Minding dozens of them; if the 
girls are not out soliciting, ricsha 
coolies are only too glad to pro- 
vide directions. 

On the Island, the main dis- 
triets, in order of inipurtanee, are 
Wanchai; Pedder Street and. vi- 
cinity; Shaoukiwan; and Kennedy

scattered all over between these

BRITAIN'S TASK 


Britain's casualties in this week 
of alr blitzkrieg are not Ikely to 
be known for softe time. — It is 
plain, however, that the country 
Is going through «a period of great 
Arial. 

it ts inspiring therefore to ob- 
tain the information from neutral 
sources, from American to Japan- 
ese, thit Britain's spirit remalns 
quite unquenched by this type of 
warfare, 


The concentrated fury of the 
attack derives from the grim fact 
that we are now fighting thls war 
nione. Yet there Js no dismay. 
The task is n heavy one, but !f{ we 
eto not under-estimate Its severity, 
neither do we quake, 


It is as hard a task as ever fell 
to the Brilish people; perhaps 
harder even than our task after 
Austerlitz and the Treaty of Tilsit. 
In 1805 Pitt formed his great co- 
alition with Austria and Russia, In 
au few weeks Austria was crushed 
at Austerlitz and made peace, In 
October, 1806, Napoleon defeated 
Prussia and Saxony at Jena and 
Auerstad, and Saxony had to make 
peace. In February, 1807, Napo- 
Icon defeated Russia at Eylau, 
and fn June he won the second 
victory at Friedland. Then came 


the notorlous Treaty of Tilait 
when the Tsor Alexander, not con- 
tent with making peace, yielded to 
Napoleon's spell and became his 
ally. Austria and: Prussia. . had 
been compelled to make peace: 
Russin had gone over to the 
enemy.. Nothing was left of the 
great alliance, : 


Napoleon felt himself s0 strong 
that he deported and tmprisoned 
the Pope in order to incorporate 
his territory in the department 
system of the French Empire. 

Britain was alone and almost 
frlendless, With the United States 
st was on bad terms and the 
quarrels that. brought the two 
peoples to war were already 
brewing. 


This bare account shows that 
in {wo respects ' our strength Js 
greater thdn the strength of. the 
Britain that faced those dangers.

It must be able freely to 
use ali the gr reserves of for- 
eign exchange and foreidn invest- 
ment these organisations control

Moreover, it must contro] the 
operations of the banks If we are 
to avoid the danger of Inflation 
and oan overeexpansion of credit 
inherent jn oo» war situation, In 
such u attuation, when alt sorts of 
firms are wanting loans to finance 
extensions, there {5 an immense 
temptation for the banks to inflate 
credit extensively to thelr own 
profit ng they did in the last war. 
This temptation is increased if a 
high proportion of Government 
eapenditure ts Anynced by Joans. 
The power to fall a victim to any 
such temptation ought to be taken 
out of their hands, 

While the main object of pre- 
sent cconomic planning must be 
victory, it lies in the. power of the 
Economie Policy committee to 
nvold the most acute dangers of 
post-war disorgunisation und to 
establish the foundation of future 
social advance, This cun be done 
partly by controls of a character 
which can be continued after the 
war, so that the stampede of “back 
to business as usual” ts avoided; 
partly by taking into necount, in 
the erectlon of new factories for 
war work, the social advantages 
of n better geographical distribu- 
tlon of inst than Jn the past; 
partly by Intelligent. planning of 
export trade on the Ines nlready 
indicated and, perhaps most im- 
portant of all, by using Govern- 
ment control to secure a balunce 
between profits and wages more 
soclally just than in the past. 

The opportunitics and respon- 
sibilities of those looking after 
economic policy to-day are Im- 
inense, They must not shirk any.

YNtTin 's few years ago, when 

the dictatora cnme to power, 
we Kad taken for granted that 
liberty was an unchangin: and 
unehallengeable part of a civilised 
life. Very few people remember- 
ed how hardly It hnd been won, 
or renlised’ how easily It might be 
Jost. A little more reflection on 
this subject is, 1 think, desirable 
in: these times, 

There are many liberties; the 
Uberty of the subject from arbi- 
trary arrest, the lHberty of the. 
citizen to do what work hé choosés 
in the way he thinks best, hig 
liberty to live where he likes and 
move about as he chooses and so 
forth; but the foundation Hbérty 
of all is the Hberty of speech and 
writing. 

The tyrant who can silence his 
subjects has them at his mercy. 
He can stifle thelr complaints, 
prevent them from communicating 
with each othor, organising re- 
sistance. A Parlinment which 
met {n secret and could prohibit 
reports, of its proceedings might 
equally be a tyranny; luw courts 
from which reporters are exclud- 
ed become Star-Chumbers, 

It‘ is casy to recite a entalogue 
of our liberties, but In order to 
understind whut they mean and 
what the winning of them has cost 
we must go bacit to history and 
especially English history, Let me 
take the foundation liberty of 
sptech and writing and consider 
it from this polnt of view. 


How England Wor 
Her Heritage 


In days when the multitudes 
could neither read nor write Gove * 
ernments ‘troubled themselves 
Mttle about restraining the free- 
dom of writing. 

It was not until after the in- 
vention of printing that the Civil 
Authorities began to take serious 
notice, and even then there was 2 
long period when they considered 
writings In the Latin Jangunge 
which was almost universal among 
those who wrote, to be compara- 
tively harmless, 

Thus Sir Thomas More's Utopla, 
which would certainly be banned 
in half Europe as dangerously 
subversive . if published to-day, 
circulated freely in its Latin ver- 
ston In the sixteenth century. 
Similarly the writings of Erasmus 
and an immense body of litera- 
ture satirising, often in a savage 
way, the behaviour of priests, 
monks and courtiers: 

But the question arose in its 
modern form when writers began 
writing in their own language and 
the first tronslatlons of the Serip- 
tures Into the vulgar began — to 
appear. Both the’ Civil and~ the 
Ecclesiastical Powers now began 
to scent danger {n the much wider 
circulation of ideas not under the 
contro! of authority which now 
threatened. 

From this point there began a 
long struggle largely fought out 
in England between authority and 
freedom, The greatest English 
protagonist of freedom was John 
Milton, who took all fisks during 
and after the Cfvil Wars down to 
the days of Charles II jn testifying 
for the cause of {ree writing. His 
great pamphlet the Arcopagitica 
plending for the ‘free encounter 
of truth and error" in an uncen— 
sored press Inys down a zgencral 


principle which has till to be 
established In a large part of the 
world to-day. ° 

Many lesser men contributed In 
the same century, such os the 
Puritan William Prynne who stood 
in’ the pillory and .had his cara 
cropped not once but oa second 
time rather than submit to the 
censors who sought to suppress 
his pamphicta, 

After the Revolution of 1688 the 
\lberty of writing, subject to a 
few restrictions, such as a ban 
on the open advocacy of atheism, 
s¢emed to be fairly established. 
But In the followlng century it 
needtd on incessant struggle to 
keep what had been won. 


Press And Parilament 


In its conflict with John Wilkes 
the Executive endenvoured to re- 
cover its control over free speech 
and writing by arbitrary action 
outslde the lew, but retired beaten 
before the strong manifestations 
of public opinion, In this con- 
fiict n new and vitally important

All thesoUberties were in dan- 
ger in the panic which . followed 
the French Revolution, when the 
Government fell back on harsh 
and repressive exceptional legis 
lation, But once more the esson= 
tial liberties were saved by'a few 
staunch champions of popular 
rights, and the victory of the Re-~ 
formers in 1832 established them 
on a firm foundation for future 
generations. . 

By this time the English had 
learnt the lesson tHat, as Burke 
sald, “eternal vigidnee is the price 
of liberty’. Nor have they un-
